(/P)_The 16 nations that 
fought 'under the U. N. ban- 
ner in Korea readied another 
try today at patching up Brit- 
ish-United States differences 
over the proposed inclusion of 
India and the Soviet Union in 
the forthcoming Korean polit- 
ical conference. 


Delegates gathered at U. S. mis- 


sion headquartcis for their third 
private huddle on the issue only 
a few flours after the British gov- 
ernment declared it was no com- 
mitted to a renewal of the Korean 
War if the armistice were broken 
by any nation on the U. N. side. 


Aimed at Knee 


The declaration apparently was 


aimed at South Korean President 
Syngman Rhee, who told a mam- 
moth rally in Seoul today that "it 
is our wish and determination to 
march nortn at the earliest pos- 
sible time" to achieve unification 
of, divided Korea. 


The British-American rift over 


the makeup,of the political confer- 
ence followed Britain's nomination 
of both Russia and India. The Lon- 
don government has maintained 
that if the world wants a real set- 
tlement Russia must be represent- 
ed and it put forward India as a 
symbol of non-Communist Asia. 


The United States has insisted 


that only countries which fought 
for the U. N. have the right to 
represent the international organi- 
zation at the parley. It maintains 
this is the clear meaning of the 
armistice agreement.

SEOUL (/P)—Crack South 


K o r e a n t r o o p s paraded 
through this battered capital 
today and President Syngman 
Khee shouted his determina- 
tion to "march north at the 
earliest possible time" as this 
war-shattered republic mark- 
ed its fifth Independence Day. 


In an address to thousands 


packed into Capitol Plaza Rhee te- 
iterated that the post-armistice po- 
litical conference has 90 days to 
unify Korea. 
And he predicted 


again that the conference will fail.

Rhee made u clear that'unifica- 


tion is his goal. 


"The one and only standard by 


which the success or failure of the 
political conference may be judged 
is whether it achieves this com- 
mon objective," he declared. 


Rhee said the arm'istice shifted 


the "battle of Korea" from a mili- 
tary to a political field but it still 
remains the crucial ' struggle to 
avoid World War III. 


He spoke at a giant gathering 


In from of the war-scarred Capitol 
building. At least JOO.OOO South Ko- 
reans lined the streets and Capitol 
Plaza to hear the speech directly 
and over loudspeakers. Korean po- 
lice estimates ranged as high as 
a half million.

of Korea proudly paraded its mili- 
tary, strength. Units from 16 ROK 
divisioris'-marche'd smartly through" 
the streets.

"It is our wish and determina-. 


lion to march north at the earliest 
possible time to save our Worth 
Korean brethren from the sure 
death they are facing today," Rhee 
declared.

Create Paris on Terrace; 
Salvage Table and Chairs 


Polishing Jobs 
Arc Made Easy 
With New Wax 


By KAY SHKinVOOI) 


Fresh and jaunty as a Parisian 


sidewalk cafe is the pretty, sum- 
mery setting for outdoor refresh- 
ment you can pull from the dis- 
card pile. Even if you put a high 
price on your time, the cost will 
still be very low. 


Old kitchen chairs and a beat up 


wicker table, the kind which you 
can find going begging in almost 
any junk shop or second-hand store, 
are the raw materials. You achieve 
the Paris touch with white paint, 
plywood and a few yards of can- 
vas in bright new colors like rasp- 
berry and chartreuse. 


Don't be discouraged, as I have 


been 
up 
to 
now, 
by scarred 


warped tops most wicker tables 
have by 'the time they come to 
rest in the second-hand store. 
Canvas provides a gay and speedy 
camouflage. 
Class protects the 


canvas. 


If you want a smooth profes 


sional-looking job remove old paint 
from the table and chairs before 
you sand and repaint them. On 
the other hand if you're not too fus- 
sy just sand the surface to dull 
the gloss and smooth the rough 
spots. Repaint over the old finish. 


To fix up the table top, remove 


the rush border. 
Draw a paper 


pattern and cut the canvas circle 
an inch larger than the tracing. 
Stretch canvas across the top and 
tack it to the table edge. Put the 
rush border back on the table. 
Transparent glass for the top, cut 
to the exact size of the tracing, can 
be salvaged from an old mirror 
by removing silver from the mir- 
ror-back with a razor blade. 


To put a padded seat on an old 


kitchen chair, make a pattern of 
the chair seat. 
Cut a plywood 


circle and cotton batting to size. 
Glue batting to the plywood. Can- 
vas should be cut two inches larg- 
er than the pattein, then stretched 
over the plywood and glued to the 
underside. Tack the cushion down 
with colored metal-head nails. 


A similar procedure will give you 


a cushioned back for the chair. 
Saw two pieces of plywood to fit 
the pattern of the chair-back. Pad 
one with batting glued in place 
and nail it to the front of the chair- 
back. Cover it with canvas which 
is pulled taut and tacked to the 
back of the chair. 
Canvas-cover 


the other piece of plywood and tack 
it to the exposed chair-back with 
colored metal-head nails. 


If you want to convert a rocker 


to a chaise lounge, you'll need a 
couple of 2x-i's seven feet long. 
Small pieces of tin. heavy wrap- 
ping twine, and assorted nails 
and screws will be needed to re- 
pair fractured chair arms or legs. 


To mend a bieak, you unwrap 


the rush until the wood is exposed, 
then wrap a piece of tin around 


the fracture. 
Screw tin to wood. 


Rewrap the wood with rush and 
heavy twine. 


Make the chaise lounge by ex- 


tending chair seat with plywood 
nailed to a frame made from 2xi's. 
Fust the lattice skirt is'ripped off. 
rockers sawed off and legs evened 
up. Saw two lengths of wood the 
height of the chair seat, partially 
hollowing one side of each so that 
they will fit around the front legs 
where a stove bolt secures them to 
the chair. The sides and front of 
the extension frame are straight 
pieces of wood nailed 
together. 


Extra legs for the front of the 
extension may be cut fiom an old 
broom handle and nailed inside 
front corners. 


To pad the seat, glue three layers 


of batting, which have been cut to 
it and sewed together, to plywood. 
Scissor the canvas two inches long- 


Icr and wider than the plywood and 
'stretch it taut over the batting-. 
Tack it to the seat with colored 
nails.' 
Canvas-covered 
plywood 


and batting sized to fit the back 
and arms and nailed in place com- 
plete the upsolstery. 


For a skirt, split two-and-a-half 


yards of canvas lengthwise. Tack 
strips in place around chair and 
frame, folding.into pleats at legs 
and front. 


An old laundry rack with its 


folding crosspieces secured by nails 
takes its place on the terrace as a 
table. All that is needed here is a 
coat of paint and a plywood top to 
fit across the rungs. "Half a yard 
of canvas to match the upholstery 
is folded lengthwise around ply- 
wood and glued underneath. With 
the top in place fold sides of can- 
vas around wooden rungs and nail 
it in place. 


When wax manufacturers tell you 


to use less wax, it's news. Pro- 
fessioanl-appearinj: polishing jobs 
can be obtained if you don't use too 
much wax. 


Whether you're polishing fuini- 


tuie. floors or woodwork it's wise 
to follow instruction on the con- 
tainer. 


For furniture there is a liquid 


wax that needs no rubbing. Pour 
a small amount on a soft cloth: 
spread it on the furniture. Wipe 
it off within a few minutes. 
For 


surfaces that get heavy wear, such 
as table tops, use a paste wax. ap- 
ply«K a Mnall amount at a time, 
polishing as you go. 
A power- 


driven buffer pioduces a table fin- 
ish as fine as the best automobile 
polishing. 


Lawn furniture can be pi elected 


from the weather by using a paste. 
cream or liquid wax, for metal fur- 
mture. your best bet is liquid auto- 
mobile wax. 


Special self-polishing waxes re- 


commended specifically for linole- 
um, vinyl plastic, asphalt tile pr 
lubber tile floors pioduce best re- 
sults when used sparingly. 
For 


wood floois a liquid cleaning and 
polishing wax is spread with a long- 
handled appher and then buffed. 


A new wax for km hens — :or 


every surface but the floor — 
cleans as it polishes, removing 
yellow and brown films that come 
fiom cooking fumes, and making 
icfrigerators and cabinets glisten. 


Leather upholsteiy can be pie- 


served with a pi elective coating of 
past or cream wax applied with 
a soft cloth. 


For piano keys, use kitchen wax. 


Never use soap on ivory. It dulls 
and yellows the finish.

A wall safe concealed behind a 


picture or otherwise hidden in the 
home is a project for the handy- 
man which may pay for itself many 
times over by thwarting burglars. 


If your home has never been 


broken into by thieves you can 
consider yourself lucky. 
Staus- 


Lies show that in the past year a 
larceny was committed eveiy 26 
seconds and burglaries showed an 
5 per cent, increase over the pre- 
ceding year.

We asked the men who built the 


gold storage vaults at Foil Knox 
what they would consider the safe- 
est place for your valuables — out- 
side of Fort Knox. 


"A safe deposit box in your 


local bank," said safemaker Edwin 
H. Mosler. "But if you must keep 
some cash and valuables around 
the home, anchor a small wall safe 
in the wall. If room walls are not 
more than 7 inches thick, the foun- 
dation wall of your cellar may be 
thick enough." 


If you can't install a safe in your 


wall, you might screw or bolt it 
in a closet or on a firmly anchored 
closet shelf, filing down the screw 
heads so ihey'll have to be drilled 
out to remove the safe. 


A small safe is not just a tin 


box. It is insulated against fire. 
Paper begins to char at 350 degrees 
even without direct flame. So to

tax records, insulation against fire 
is important. 


You can get combination-locked

; The Income Tax Man May Come 


Knocking at Your Door 


If a man from the Internal Revenue Service knocks on 


X9ur door, wanting to know if you filed an income tax re- 
turn, it's because of a paragraph tucked away deep in the 
tax law by congress 25 years ago. 


It says: "Every collector shall, from time to time, cause 


His deputies to proceed through every part of his district 
and inquire after and concerning all persons therein who are 
liable to pay any internal revenue tax ... and to make a list 
of such persons."

" When new men were appointed to top internal revenue 
jobs by the Eisenhower administration, they began rummag- 
ing around in the tax laws and they came across the section 
just mentioned. 


So the agency, headed now by T. Coleman Andrews, 


began making different kinds of surveys around the country. 
In one place they'd check householders, in another manufac- 
turers or storekeepers. They have been instructed to over- 
look no one, including gamblers, who might be liable for a 
federal tax. Already surveys have been started or completed 
in New England, Nebraska, Denver, Fort Worth and Roa- 
.noke, Va. Others will follow:

The law provides a fine up to S500 and as much as two 


years in jail for interfering with an agent on this kind of 
survey. 


But suppose an agent comes to your home, asking ques- 


tions about your income tax return, and you (A) slam the 
door in his face, (B) tell him it's none of his business, or (C) 
tell him that, if he wants to learn anything about your in- 
come tax, he can learn it at the revenue office where you 
make your return.

When asked about this, O. Gordon Delk, Jr.. a top in- 


ternal revenue officer, said he thought the penalty applied 
only to people in business, not to householders. 


Andrews, of course, hopes his men will get'nothing but 


cooperation. He says he's after cheaters because it would 
be unfair to people who honestly pay their taxes if he didn't 
try to find those who don't. 


He said: "Preliminary reports indicate that a great 


many delinquent income and business tax returns are pour- 
ing into our field, offices, along with the money due

The best vinegars for pickling 


are the old-fashioned cider vine- 
gar and the distilled white variety. 
The specialty 
vinegars, 
such as 


malt, tarragon and wine have a 
flavor of their own and do add a 
fine zest to salad, but they are not 
recommended for pickling. 


Most commercially processed 


vinegars are stabilized so that 
they 
are 
always 
the 
same 


strength—usually 4 or 5% acid- 
ity (or 40 to 50 giain). If you 
are using an old recipe, remem- 
be that many older recipes are 
based on vinegar not quite this 
strong.

TOMATO JUICE SPOILAGE 
When canning tomato juice don't 


foiget that the juice is no better 
than the tomatoes you put into it. 
If your canned tomatoes keep per- 
fectly but your tomato juice spoils, 
perhaps you should use 
better 


quality tomatoes for the juice. 


Because juices are strained, 


softer tomatoes and trimmings 
ire sometimes used for the juice 
and the fi:m tomatoes arc can- 
ned. This is a bad practice as a 
soft tomato is partly spoiled. It 
will give your juice an mfenor 
flavor. 
Also, since spoilage is 


already started, the product is 
much harder to sterilize. 
Don't be too thrifty when you 


put the tomato pieces through the 
sieve. Stop before the skin begins 
to pass through.

of skin will make the juice less 
attractive, though they will do no

Castle Says War Veterans' 
Ruling Inconsistent With Lav

ha» advised the Illinois Civil Serv- 
ice Commission that its present 
ruks for listing: Illinois war veter- 
an* eligible for state civil service 
job* is "inconsistent with the Civil 
Service law." 


Enforcement of this rule. Attor- 


ney General Castle's opinion said, 
"would be rank injustice to men 
to whom all of us owe so much." 


Under provisions of th« Civil 


Service Law, the opinion pointed 
out, * veteran taking a civil serv- 
ice examination must have 5 points 
added to the grade he scores on 
the examination. If offered a posi- 
tion which he is required to decline 
because he x-oluntcers for or is 
called to military service, his elig- 
ibility must be extended until the 
«nd of hia military service. Upon 
application within 3 months after 
»uch termination, his name shall 
be placed on a. civil service rein- 
statement list. 


The Illinois Service Commission. 


Attorney General Caetle was told 
byTMiude Myers, president of the 
Commission, has a, rule by which 
•uch veteran eligibles .*re reinstat- 
ed according: to the date order of 
offer of employment. The alter- 
nate way by which reinstatement 
lists can be made is according to 
ojlginal title and seniority of certi- 
fication, called the grade method. 
., Holding that the grade order 
•hould b« used in making rein- 
statement listings. Attorney Gener- 
*!, .Castle's opinion states that "to 
interpret the Civil Service Act by 
«uch rul« in such a manner as to 
deprive • veterans of the benefits 
R!?J.n'y intended for them and 
framed to them by the General 


Assembly would be to flout the will 
of the legislature and to superim- 
pose an administrative rule upon 
the statutes.'' 


"While the Civil Service Com- 


mission has the power to make 
rules," the opinion said, "such 
rules may not be .inconsistent with 
the statutes and may not br made 
the means of depriving honoiablv 
discharged veterans of preferences 
plainly granted to them by an net 
of the legislature. To do so would 
be rank injustice to men to whom 
all of us owe so much."
